In caustic terms 
he criticises the intentions of the 
Government, and demands the im- 
mediate withdrawal of this auxiliary 
force, created within the past two 
months. 

Gen. Gough Is atlll more emphatic 
In his demands that the military and 
semi-military be taken away from 
the harassed people of Ireland. "I 
do not think." he says, "that any 
truthful or sane person can avoid 
the conclusion that the authorities 
in Ireland are deliberately encourag- 
ing, and what 1s more, actually 
screening reprisals and 'counter- 
murder' by the armed forces of the 
crown." 

Describing the "Black and Tana," 
Gen. Maurice sayw: "They are under 
the command of Gen. Tudor, who 
distinguished himself greatly during 
the great German attacks in the 
spring of 1916. He Is not a subor- 
dinate of the Commander-in-Chief In 
Ireland, but Is called the polios ad- 
viser to the Viceroy, which means 
Sir Hamar Greenwood. The rela- 
tions between the army and the po- 
lice are wall illustrated by what has 
recently happened In County Clare. 
A party of police, mainly 'Black and 
Tans,' on patrol In a motor lorry, 
were ambushed, and five of their 
□umber killed. Soldiers came up In 
other motor lorries and drove off 
the Sinn Fein. That night the 
'Black and Tan' Invaded three vil- 
lages, looting and burning houses, 
killing innocent persons and terrify- 
ing women and children. The sol- 
diers under their officers turned out, 
and helped rescue the women and 
children and put ont the flames.

Thursday the Associated Press 
cabled from Londan that denuncia- 
tion of the Governments Irish pol- 
icy by the Liberal forces of the 
country, represented by the recent 
statements of Viscount Grey, former 
Premier Asqulth and Viscount Mor 
ley, seems likely to grow Into a for 
mldable movement. The latest re 
crult is Lord Robert Cecil, one of 
the most respected of the Unionist 
leaders, who has joined Viscount 
Grey in a letter to the press calling 
for an investigation by a constitu- 
tional tribunal as to whether the 
Government is responsible for the 
reprisals. The letter begins by re- 
ferring to Premier Lloyd George's 
Carnarvon speech as assuming that 
the reprisals have been confined to 
the shooting by police of those rea- 
sonably suspected of an Intention to 
attack them or who had been incon- 
trovertlbly guilty of the murder of 
their fellows. It proceeds: 

"That Is a very incomplete ac- 
count of the reprisals as reported in 
the press. It Is alleged on appar 
ontly overwhelming evidence that 
the armed forces of the Crown have 
for months past systematically burn 
ed or destroyed buildings and other 
property In towns, villages and 
farms in Ireland; that they "have 
tired rifles and thrown bombs at 
random, killing and wounding the 
Inhabitants, and driven women and 
children of all ages and In all con 
dltlons of health In terror to the 
fields and mountains. These acts 
undoubtedly were committed in re- 
venge for outrages perpetrated in 
the districts concerned, but they 
have not been confined to the in 
dividual* who have been guilty of 
such outrages. On the contrary, the 
victims have included Protestants 
and Unionists who used to be the 
bitter opponents of the Sinn Fein 
it is further alleged that the policy 
which produced these revolts was 
sanctioned by the Ministers of the 
Crown, including the Prime Minis- 
ter himself. These are grave 
charges and require full, open and 
Immediate Investigation by a consti- 
tutional tribunal."

"ANARCHY IN IRELAND." 

"Anarchy in Ireland" Is the way 
the Manchester Guardian heads an 
article on the Irish situation. While 
this great English newspaper can not 
see the Irish Republic as a solution 
of the Irish difficulty. It does see 
and does not hesitate to condemn 
the policy of ruthlessnees and folly 
on which the Government has em 
barked — "a ipollcy of moral coward- 
ice and self-defeating force," to use 
the Guardian's Own words. "It re- 
veals to us as In a flash," aays this 
fearless newspaper, "the utter Im 
potence for good of the Government 
and their enormous potency for 
evil." The authorities themselves are 
the real anarchists In Ireland, and 
the Guardian tacitly admits It when 
it says: "Coercion acts are no new 
things In Ireland. . . . But what is 
altogether new in Ireland, or any- 
where else in the British dominions, 
or for that matter in any other civil- 
ized community, Is the way in which 
the country is being administered 
and the conversion of the forces 
whose duty it Is to maintain law and 
order into an Instrument for the vio- 
lation of these very things. Por 
actually matters have reached that 
pass, and all over Ireland the sol- 
diers and constabulary are. under 
the name of reprisals, Indulging In 
outbreaks of incendiarism and every 
kind of violence. What Is to be said 
of a government that tolerates such 
proceedings? What has U done to 
prevent them? What Inquiries has 
It held, what punishments Inflicted 
on the known and undoubted offend- 
ers. The plain fact appears to be 
that the Government is afraid to as- 
sert Us authority against its own 
armed forces." This is certainly a 
terrible Indictment of the British 
Government, and shows plainly, as 
this newspaper puts It. that "the 
whole fabric of Irish government Is 
breaking down, and the British au- 
thorities stand by helpless, or con- 
niving." It Is not Improbable that 
the folly of Lloyd George and the 
Tories In this matter will react on 
England itself In a manner that will 
be fatal to their class, for sooner or 
later those troops will return to 
England, and accustomed to set dis- 
cipline at defiance and to burn and 
loot property and to murder inno- 
cent people at their own sweet will, 
they will undoubtedly become a se- 
rious menace to public order and the 
itecurlty of life and property, and 
will ultimately accomplish England's 
ruin. It would be a just retribution.

Kentucky Democrats are far from 
satisfied with the policy of the pres- 
ent Democratic Campaign Commit- 
tee, and the supporters of Gov. Cox 
and the Congressional nominees are 
murmuring that the State head 
quarters could lust as well be term- 
ed the "Beckh am headquarters. 
With the growing sentiment In Ken- 
tucky for Gov. Cox one can sec that 
it would be an easy task to foster 
this enthusiasm Into a big Demo 
cratlc majority in November. But 
this Is not being done and the lm 
presslon Is growing that all energies 
and efforts are being put forth to 
save Beckham's scalp. The head 
quartern leave one with the Impres- 
sion that the motto Is "Put none but 
Beckham men on guard." Chairman 
Orayot, a staunch prohibitionist and 
life-long Beckham adherent, Is In 
charge; H. L. McChesney. former 
hibltion candidate for Governor, 
charge of the speaking allot- 
ments, and Elwood Hamilton, Col 
lector of Internal Revenue, is one of 
the chief advisers and campaign dl 
rectors. The Generalissimo and 
Commander-in-Chief is none other 
than Beckham's right-hand bower 
Percy Haly, who is one of the three 
fathers of prohibition in Kentucky, 
Beckham and Dr. Palmer, of Michi- 
gan, being the others. 

Kentucky Democrats have wonder- 
ed why the entire State campaign 
has been turned over to the Beck- 
ham followers and what has become 
of Congressman Cantrell, Senator 
Camden. Col. P. H. Callahan, Sena- 
tor Stanley and other leaders, whom 
one would expect to see taking an 
active part In a Presidential cam- 
paign. The story goes that when all 
of the leaders assembled In the 
spring to select a Chairman Haly 
attends the conference and brings 
John L. Grayot as the personal se- 
lection of him and Beckham and 
forestalling even a discussion as to 
his advisability or giving anyone an 
opportunity to even suggest a Chair 
man. What has happened is evi 
dent to every Democrat who has th< 
welfare of the party at heart. Con 
gressman Cantrell four years ago 
served as Campaign Chairman, and 
without sufficient funds to meet ex 
penees carried the- State for Wilson 
by a majority of SI. 000 against 
Hughes and an enormous campaign 
fund in the hands or Republican Na 
tional Committeeman Tobe Hert. To 
day Mr. Cantrell Is working in 
the national campaign headquarter 
when his aid and advice would add 
a tower of strength to the Cox cam- 
paign in Kentucky. 

Senator Johnson Camden, whom 
there is no more liberal or stronger 
Democrat in Kentucky. Is not at 
tached to the State headqaurters no 
any of hia friends, and be is report- 
ed to have contributed 12.500 to th 
campaign when those who know him 
well say that he would under prope 
circumstances have given ten times 
that amount. It Is also significant 
that none of Senator Camden's 
friends are (put on the tiring line 
either. Next comes Col. P. H. Cal 
lahan. to whom every Democrat In 
the State owes a vote of thanks for 
bis untiring energy In reorganizing 
the party Just after its disastrous 
defeat of last November and when 
the spirit in the party was at a low 
ebb. It was Col. Callahan to whom 
Senator Stanley paid such a glowing 
tribute at the last State convention 
eulogizing him for his work of re 
organization. Today Col. Callahan 
Is shoved aside when he should be 
at the front in the State campaign 

And then we have Senator A. O. 
Stanley himself, who bears the dis- 
tinction of carrying the banner of 
Democracy to victory in many a 
glorious fight, and who defeated the 
blustering Ed Morrow in a cam 
paign featured by treachery of some 
of the Democrats who are now pos- 
ing as leaders. None of Senator 
Stanley's friends are in the advisory 
councils of the campaign directors 
and a fellow townsman from Hen 
derson is his only representative on 
the campaign committee. As a 
fighter, vote getter and campaigner 
Senator Stanley ranks second to 
none In the United States, his string 
of victories proving that and here 
at this late day few of us ever hear 
of his part in the campaign. 

There in no doubt in the mind of 
anyone that Gov. Cor will carry 
Kentucky, for which no thanks are 
due to the Haly-Beckham combina- 
tion directing party affairs, bat that 
result would be doubly assured if 
the direction of the campaign had 
not been seised by Beckham's 
friends.

The publicity given to British 
atrocities In Ireland by some news- 
papers in America has evidently had 
some effect. Press dispatches, last 
week, feature an address of Sir lla- 
ma r Green-wood, in which he de- 
plores the atrocities and requests his 
minions in Ireland to refrain from 
further reprisals. 80 far, so good. 
But what is Sir Hamar going to do 
to bring about the punishment of 
those guilty or those heinous crimes? 
The sacking of towns and the mur- 
der of inoffensive citizens it noto- 
rious. The guilty parties are also 
well known. Have any steps been 
taken to bring them to justice? Not 
that anyone has heard of. Sir 
Hamar's speech-seems to be just a 
camouflage for further atrocities. 

He would leave the world under 
the impression that these atrocities 
were committed without the sanction 
of higher authority. The statement 
of one of the men who sacked Hal 
brlggan dispoeee of that subterfuge. 
The fact is that the worst element 
In England was formed Into the so- 
called auxiliary police and sent Into 
Ireland for the deliberate purpose of 
committing such atrocities as those 
at Balbrlggan. Trim. Llscarroll and 
a score or other towns in Ireland. 
The man who tells how Balbrlggan 
was sacked relates how hateful was 
the dirty work to even these hard- 
ened characters of the slums of 
Londou. But they had their orders 
and they were plentifully supplied 
with liquor to nerve them for the 
barbarities and to quiet any qualms 
of conscience afterwards. 

In view of this statement how 
hollow is the pretense of Greenwood 
that these atrocities were not 
planned and approved beforehand by 
those in authority. Nothing that 
was done in Belgium during the war 
could be compared to the beastly 
atrocities perpetrated In Ireland dur- 
ing the past tew weeks. And it is 
useless for Sir Hamar Greenwood or 
anyone else to deny the responsibil- 
ity of the British Government for 
these atrocities. These are not ex- 
cesses committed hundreds of years 
ago or perpetrated by Irresponsible 
looters. They are the work of those 
directly under the authority of the 
British Government and Great 
Britain must bear the responsibility 
for them to her eternal disgrace 
among civilised peoples. 

THOUSANDS OF OUTRAGES. 

Arthur Grlfnth, Vice President of 
the Republic of Ireland, on Monday 
made specific reply to the blanket 
Indictment of Sinn Fein Ireland by 
Premier Lloyd George. He gave a 
list of the outrages Sinn Fein 
ascribes to the British occupying 
army and to the "Black and Tan" 
police since January 1, 1919. It in- 
cludes seventy-seven murders of un- 
armed civilians, including women 
and children; the sacking and burn- 
ing of 102 towns; 1,604 armed as- 
saults; 4.9*2 arrests and imprison- 
ment*; 18,720 armed raids on pri- 
vate bouses. 



Hon. Bourke Cockran. of New 
Vork. who Is making a tour of Ken- 
tucky under the auspices of the 
Democratic party, spoke here last 
night for Gov. Cox. addressing an 
Immense gathering. Being too late 
ror a full report In this issue, and 
realizing the Interest felt in the ut 
terances of the eloquent New York 
er, we today present our readers ex 
tracts from his speeches on the Irish 
recognition question, which en- 
grosses the puMIc Interest every- 
where. Addressing the Senate For- 
eign Relations Committee, he said: 

"I think It should be made clesr 
at the outset — that If to free Ire- 
land — to make her the most pros 
perous country the world has ever 
seen — It were necessary to put a 
violent or unfriendly or even an un- 
sympathetic hand upon one single 
feature of our constitution, I would 
say — and I believe every man of 
Irish blood In America would say — 
'Respect the constitution embodying 
American freedom though every- 
thing else must perish.' 

"I contend that when In any 
country the government Is controll- 
ed by an alien nation and in found 
exercising Its powers not to protect 
life and liberty, but to oppress one 
and destroy the other, that govern- 
ment Is a discredit to civilization 
which all the forces of civilization 
should combine to uproot and re- 
move. That principle was adopted 
and made an essential feature of 
our foreign policy When this Gov- 
ernment at the point of the sword 
put an end to the oppressive, bar- 
barous perversion of government 
maintained In Cuba by 8paln. 

"Now conditions In Ireland to- 
day are vastly worse than they were 
In Cubs twenty-one years ago. That 
Is the first proposition on which you 
are urged to report favorably this 
bill; which pray bear in mind is not 
a measure for intervention by force 
of arms, bnt merely for recognition 
of the government that the Irish 
people have themselves erected to 
displace the hideous mtsgovernment 
Imposed on them by a foreign na- 
tion, which for several centuries has 
been a dark stain on the civilization 
of Christendom. Lest I be suspect- 
ed of exaggeration (the Irish, you 
know, are said to be a nation of 
rhetoricians, more remarkable for 
exaggeration of their metaphors 
than for accuracy of their state- 
ments) I will mention just one fact 
wholly beyond dispute, which must 
servo to make absolutely clear the 
character of the conditions against 
which the Irish people have long 
been In revolt, and to end which 
they are now In revolution. 

"If anyone or you gentlemen ap- 
peared in Ireland and delivered a 
Fourth of July speech — that is to 
say. If you made a speech praising 
the principles which we celebrate 
and glorify in our Fourth of July 
orations — he would be arrested. He 
would be locked up. But not In an 
Irish prison. He would be deported 
to England and there incarcerated. 
His whereabouts would be kept con- 
cealed. No charge would be made 
against him But he would be kept 
under lock and key until the British 
Government became satisfied that he 
had been intimidated to a degree 
where he would never again venture 
to breathe doctrines deemed so pes- 
tilential In an atmosphere of 
tyranny as those embodied in our 
Declaration of Independence. To 
state this — and the statement can 
not be questioned — Is to describe 
conditions wholly irreconcilable 
with our civilisation. But It does 
not by any means describe fully the 
barbaric methods to which Ireland 
Is subjected by its alien ruler*. It 
Is a fact absolutely undisputed that 
Ireland la freer from crime than any 
other country In the world. Yet In 
proportion to the population there 
are more of Its Inhabitants In jail at 
this moment than in any other 
country. And the acts tor which 
these men and women are held pris- 
oners as criminals are acts which 
you celebrate as virtues — every one 
6f them. Gentlemen, that state- 
ment rest* not on my authority or 
on the authority of any man of 
Irish blood, but on the authority of 
Englishmen; and of Englishmen 
who are among the strongest ojk* 
ponents of Irish emancipation. 

"If these conditions In Ireland 
which shock the conscience of 
Christendom were merely temporary 
— If there were the slightest ground 
tor hoping that they could be cured 
or remedied under -the Government 
responsible for them — there might 
be some reason tor refusing to en- 
act this measure. We did not Inter- 
fere In Cuba until it became clear 
that Spain could not govern the 
island except thtough measures so 
barbarous that they were subversive 
of our civilisation. Her helpless- 
ness in this respect had been eetab- 
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llshed by two generations of Inter- 
mittent disorder. Tho utter Inca- 
pacity of England to govern Ireland 
under any other conditions than 
those which I have doscribed is es- 
tablished by nearly nine centuries 
of barbarous confutations, oppres- 
sions and executions. It Is not a 
new feature of Irish history that 
this Island, absolutely free from 
crime, is harassed and menaced 
with desolation by the armed forces 
of a foreign country; and that 
through a shocking perversion of 
civilized agetfeies these barbarities 
•re perpetrated, not in defiance of 
government but In obedience to It. 
When law becomes a force, not to 
establish justice but to outrage it, 
then civilization is assailed and Im- 
periled by its own agencies. The 
fact, melancholy and appalling, that 
in outraging every element of Jus- 
tice and every condition cf civilisa- 
tion, these armed British mercenar- 
ies in Ireland are not violating but 
enforcing the law of the land, dis- 
credits law everywhere. And when 
law becomes discredited In any 
country the reign of law becomes 
endangered in all countries. And 
when law becomes discredited In 
any country the reign of law be- 
comes endangered In all countries. 
And therefore it Is not alone to de- 
liver Ireland from these monstrous 
conditions, but to deliver civilization 
rom the discredit they cast on it 
snd from any peril they create for 
t, that we ask recognition of the 
Irish Republic. 

"But I have been asked to state 
the constitutional warrant for pass- 
age of this law. 1 have already 
quoted the precedent furnished by 
our Intervention in Cuba. That, I 
think. Is decisive. And the princi- 
ple on which we interfered in Cuba 
has boen extended by our interven- 
tion In Santo Domingo. I think I 
am fully justified In saying that in 
both these cases, the course we have 
pursued declares It to be a funda- 
mental principle of International 
law. as we understand it. that wher- 
ever government ceases to protect 
life, liberty or property, and be- 
comes an agency to oppress them. H 
necessarily produces conditions ab- 
horrent to Justice, and therefore 
subversive of civilized society, which 
nil the "agencies of civilization 
should combine to remove; and If 
suppression of the government re- 
sponsible for them ts essential to 
heir removal, then that government 
must be overthrown and driven from 
the face of the earth. This is pre- 
cisely what we did In Cuba: pre- 
cisely what we have undertaken to 
do In Haiti. We do not. I repeat, 
ask this Government to do so much 
In Ireland. But we do ask that the 
attempt of Irishmen themselves to 
do It shall be encouraged to the ex- 
tent of recognizing the republic 
which they have established for the 
express purpose of replacing Injus- 
tice by justice, oppression by free- 
dom, discontent and misery by 
prosperity and happiness. 

'The whole history of Ireland, 
and indeed of every country, dem- 
onstrates conclusively that .It Is just 
as Impossible for a country to be 
prosperous and contented with its 
government administered outside Its 
own limits, as for a man to be 
healthy and vigorous with his vital 
organs outside his own body."
